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THE ART OF READING.

It may or. may not be true that the battle of Walcvloo was 
Von upon the playing fields of Eton, but it is a fnct that the bat- 
tle of life is won or lost in the playing fields of the mind, it is the 
- study that you are sufficiently interested in to make your hobby 
and pursue in your hours of recreaticn that will contribute the 
-greatest amount ..to your education, and it is the reading that you 
do for the love of the thing rather than the enforced literature of a 
set curriculum that will leave a lasting impression. You may spend 
. the afternoon in the library porinp; over Shakespeare or Milton. 
' sTor some other "assigned reading." but if you take "Snappy Stories 

ç:to bed with you. you may rest assured that your afternoon's work 
^îshas been wasted. ' 

■ At school you learnt how to read; at college you shouli learn 

' pWhat to read. .And it seems to us that the golden rule here is 
simply this: Read only what is interesting, what you can enjoy 
wth an acute savour of pleasure. On first thoughts you may con- 
.jure up a ^^sion of the library crammed with students followng 
this advice, breathlessly rushing through the latest "best seller," 
-and reading with avidity stories of crime and love such as are fea. 
itured in so many of our popular magazines. But on reflection it 
•'"^^Vj^Nill be seen that "learning what to read" implies an education in 
Tsood taste, a lesson in literary appreciation, in the art of reading. 

What is finest and best in literature is very often far from 
Ithe easiest reading. *The richest pearls are in the deepest. sea, but 
the work of the diver is well repaid. It requires a certain amount 
of application and time to appreciate the beauties of a great work 
T-of art, but, as -we go on, its beauty and grandeaur gradually un- 
fold before us, and wc are rewarded with an intellectual pleasure 
such as no light and easy second-rate book is capable of giving. 

"What are the good qualities in- a book that wc should strive 
to learn to understand and appreciate, the' presence of which 
should give us pleasure, and their absence a sense of something 
v/antirig? They are only two in number, we think — ^Tnith'^and 
Style— and are so closely entwined one with the other tKat :they 
form tvk-in halvesof a single unity. . , . 

A work of art must carry with it the conviction of truth. We 
should expect of the novels wc enjoy that the scene, characters, 
and development of plot should impress us with a sense of reality, 
liet us suspect the happy ending; for, after all, man is engaged in 
aMosing game, time and death arc bound to win out in the end, 
and the spectacle of man heroically carrying on, doing his bit 
cheerfully in spite of all, and going down at last with colours fly- 
ing^is an infinitely truer and more satisfying one than the vague, 
almost impossible business of "living happy ever after," as if 
there were no more to tell after the final osculation. 

' And then we should learn to listen for the cadences and har- 
monies of a style moulding itself to the theme, now light and easy, 
now reserved, austere and classical, and now throbbing with pas- 
sion and burning appeal. There is an .individual note in the prose 
1^ : of every master as distinct as in the works of the great musicians, 
and if we are to derive the greatest pleasure and benefit fronv 
'^reading we should educate ourselves to recognize it. The prose 
of a Lamb, a Pater or a Conrad is a sheer delight to the under- 
standing car. 

And now, lastly, wc should like to say something on the 
ivexed question of morals and art, of "books with a purpose./' 
; Jlierc is a great number of people who think that reading is a sort 
; of moral exercise, that books should strengthen one spiritually 
and nicnlaliy, and drive home an ethical lesson. This idea is a 
sound one — -in part. As ia^ as strengthening one spiritually and 
mentally, we should certainl yask this of the books wc read. But 
^it can't be done, as so many well-meaning people seem to imagine, 
by directly stressing the moral and setting down in so many words 
! what we ought to do, and what we ought nol, to do in the name 
of some great abstraction such as Duly, Patriotism or God. This 
'i0f-S':aorl of ordering about or preaching in a book carries witli il the 
■ seed of ils own destruction- Tfie reader becomes annoyed, impa- 
tient, irritated, and usually does anything but follow the advice so 
^fej: _ . .-.nicely set forth if books are to exert-'a beneficial moral influence 
■^^^ïlithey must do »o in the safne way as, for instiRicc, Nature does it, 
*-M":;?;.-iby direct and impalpable suggestion. The beauly of style and at- 
mosphere, an heroic talc told in un heroic manner, fidelity in art 
to the great principles of truth — tliesc are the qualities in a book 
that .-j'jrvc to instil the qualities of truth and heroism in the hearts 
of the reader. It is by the spirit alone, and nol by the Idler lhal 
books cai> exert u moral influence

1. — The method of Canada by which 
money is gathered by branches of 
bank» all ever Canada. 

2. — Small to-wns in Canada, can 
g«t credit the same as large cities. 

. 3. — In Canada the freedom ot note 
circulation • allo-ws "iho banks a ' great' 
deal of profit that does not accrue to 
the Americn.n banks. 

4. — The management Is more cen- 
tralized in the Canadian system. 

5. — ^The Canadian system is a sys- 
tem p( national banks in which theiv 
Is no favouritism or prejudice by tlie 
bank in it^a dealing -with it's eus- 
torn era. 

6. — The Greater Sircnsth and Stab- 
ility of the Canadian bankg a« com- 
pared with the An>«rican Stale banks.
